was written. ‘'® And the people went 
forth, and brought them, and made 
booths for themselves, each one upon his 
roof, and in their courts, and in the courts 
of the house of God, and in the streets 
of the city, and as far as the gate of 
Ephraim. | And all the congregation 
iG had returned from the captivity, 
made booths, and dwelt in booths: for 
the children of Israel had not done so 
from the days of Jesus the son of Naue 
until that day: and there was great joy. 
'8 And Esdras read in the book of the 
law of God daily, from the first day 
even to the last day: and they kept

assembly, according to the ordinance. 


9. Now on the twenty-fourth day 
of this month the children of Israel 
assembled with fasting, and in sack- 
cloths, and with ashes on their head. 

And the children of Israel separated 
themselves from every stranger, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and the 
iniquities of their fathers. *And they 
stood in their place, and read in the 
book of the law of the Lord their God: 
and they confessed their sins to the 
Lord, and worshipped the Lord their 
God. ‘And there stood upon the 
stairs, of the Levites, Jesus, and the 
sons of Kadmiel, Sechenia the son of 
Sarabia, sons of Choneni; and they 
cried with a loud voice to the Lord 
their God. ®And the Levites, Jesus 
and Cadmiel, said, Rise up, bless the 
Lord our God for ever and ever: and 
let them bless thy glonous name, and 
exalt it with all blessing and praise.

madest the heaven, and the heaven of

the seas, and all things in them; and 
thou quickenest all things, and the 
hosts of heaven worship thee. ‘Thou 
art the Lord God, thou didst choose 
Abram, and broughtest him out of the 
land of the Chaldeans, and gavest 
him the name of Abraam: ὅ and thou 
foundest his heart faithful before thee, 
and didst make a covenant with him 
to give to him and to his seed the land 
of the Chananites, and the Chittites, 
and Amorites, and Pherezites, and 
Jebusites, and Gergesites; and thou 
hast confirmed thy words, for thou art 
righteous. °And thou sawest the 
affliction of our fathers in Egypt, and 
thou heardest their cry at the Red Sea. 
And thou showedst signs and wonders 
in Egypt, on Pharao and all his ser- 
vants, and on all the people of his 
land: for thou knowest that they be- 
haved insolently against them: and thou 
madest thyself a name, as at this day. 
"! And thou didst cleave the sea before 
them, and they passed through the 
midst of the sea on dry land; and 
thou didst cast into the deep them 
that were about to pursue thea, as 
a stone in the mighty water. ' And 
thou guidedst them by day by a pillar 
of cloud, and by night by a pillar of 
fire, to enlighten for them the way 
wherein they should walk. 12 Also 
thou camest down upon Mount Sina, 
and thou spakest to them out of heaven, 
and gavest them right judgments, and 
laws of truth, snes and good 
commandments. '* And thou didst 
make known to them thy holy sabbath;

land of which thou spokest to their 
fathers; “and they inherited it: and 
thou didst destroy from before them the 
dwellers in the land of the Chananites, 
and thou gavest into their hands them 
and their kings, and the nations of 
the land, to do unto them as it pleased 
them. * And they took lofty cities, 
and inherited houses full of all good 
things, wells dug, vineyards, and Ἵν 
yards, and every fruit tree in abund- 
ance: so they ate, and were filled,

revolted from thee, and cast thy law 
behind their backs; and they slew thy 
prophets, who testified against them to 
turn them back to thee, and they — 
wrought great provocations. *’ Then 
thou gavest them into the hand of

to them. ™And they did not serve

feasts, and for the holy things, and 
the sin-offermgs, to make atonement 
for Israel, and for the works of the 
house of our God. * And we cast lots 
for the office of wood-bearing, we the 
priests, and the Levites, and the people, 
to bring wood into the house of our 
God, according to the house of our 
families, at certain set times, year by 
year, to burn on the altar of the Lord 
our God, as it is written in the law: 
45 and to bring the first-fruits of our 
land, and the first-fruits of the fruit 
of every tree, year by year, into the 
house of the Lord: * the first-born of 
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our sons, and of our cattle, as it is 
written in the law, and the first-born 
of our ‘herds and of our 
flocks, to bring to the house 
of our God, for the priests that minister

12. Now these are the priests and 
the Levites that went up with Zoro- 
babel the son of Salathiel, and Jesus, 
Saraia, Jeremia, Esdra, 7Amaria, Ma- 
luch, * Sechenia. * These were the 
chiefs of the priests, and their brethren 
in the days of Jesus. *® And the Le- 
vites were, Jesus, Banu, Cadmiel, 
Sarabia, Jodae, Matthania: he was 
+ Gr.hands. over the ‘bands, and his 
brethren were appointed to the daily 
courses. ' And Jesus begot Joakim, 
and Joakim begot Eliasib, and Eliasib 
begot Jodae, '' and Jodae begot Jona- 
than, and Jonathan begot Jadu. '*And 
in the days of Joakim, his brethren the 
priests and the heads of families were, 
belonging to Saraia, Amania; to Jere- 
mis, Anania; ᾿δίο Esdra, Mesulam;

The Levites in the days 
of Ehasib, Joada, and Joa, and Joanan, 
and Idua, were recorded heads of fa- 
andthe mitts Miles: ‘also the priests, in 
wererecorded. the reign of Darius the Per- 
sian. ™ And the sons of Levi, heads 
of families, were written in the book 
tGr.eccounts Of ‘the chronicles, even to 
ales au the days of Joanan son of 
Ehsue. ™ And the heads of the Le- 
vites were Asabia, and Sarabia, and 
Jesu, and the sons of Cadmiel, and 
their brethren over against them,

daily rate: and consecrated them to 
the Levites; and the Levites conse- 
crated them. to the sons of Aaron. 


13. In that day ‘they read in the

found written in it, that the Am- 
monites and Moabites should not enter 
into the congregation of God for ever; 
2 because they met not the children of 
Israel with bread and water, but hired 
Balaam against them to curse them: 
but our God turned the curse into a 
blessing. * And it came to pass, when 
they heard the law, that they were 
+Gr.mixed separated, even every ‘alien 
a in Israel. * And before this 
time Ehasib the pnest dwelt in the 
treasury of the house of our God, con- 
nected with Tobias; ὅ and he made 
himeelf a great treasury, and there they 
were formerly in the habit of bestow- 
ing the offerings, and the frankincense, 
and the ἡ ἀνθ ν and the tithe of the 
corn, and the wine, and the oil, the 
ordered portion of the Levites, and 
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the vessels of the house of God, and 
‘the offermgs, and the +r. μαναὰ. 
frankincense. And Iun- 4 wort 
derstood that the portion of the Levites 
had not been given: and they had 
fled every one to his field, the Levites, 
and the singers doing the work. And 
I strove with the commanders, and 
said, Wherefore has the house of God 
been abandoned? and I assembled 
them, and set them in their place. 
And all Juda brought a tithe of the 
wheat and the wine and the oil into 
the treasuries, 18 to the charge of Se- 
lemia the priest, and Sadoc the scribe, 
and Phadza of the Levites: and next 
to them was Anan the son of Zacchur, 
son of Matthanias; for they were ac- 
counted faithful: ἐξ was their office to 
distribute to their brethren. “ Re- 
member me, O God, in this, and let 
not my kindness be * for- + @r. niotted

In those days I saw in Juda men 
treading wine-presses on the sabbath, 
and carrying sheaves, and loadin 
asses with both wime, and grapes, an 
figs, and every kind of burden, and 
bringing them into Jerusalem on the 
sabbath-day: ‘and I testified in theday 
of their mle Also there dwelt in it 
men bringing fish, and selling every 
hind of aierclaauline to the children of

Juda and in Jerusalem on the sabbath. 
17 And I strove with the free children 
of Juda, and said to them, What is 
this evil thing which ye do, and pro- 
fane the sabbath-day? 15 Did not your 
fathers thus, and our God brought 
upon them and upon us and spon this 
city all these evils? and do ye bring 
additional wrath upon Israel by pro- 
faning the sabbath? 135. And it came to 

ass, when the gates were set up in 

erusalem, before the sabbath, that I 
spoke, and they shut the gates; and I 
gave orders that they should not be 
opened till after the sabbath: and I 
set some of my servants at the gates, 
that none should bring iz burdens on 
the sabbath-day. So the merchants 
lodged, and carried on traffic without 
Jerusalem once or twice. *! Then I 
testified against them, and said to 
them, Why do ye lodge in front of the 
wall? if ye do so again, I will stretch 
out my hand upon you.

CHAPTER I. 


1. IN the second year of the rei 
of Artaxerxes the great king, on the 
first day of Nisan, Mandocherus the 
son of Jairus, the son of Semeias, the 
son of Ciseus, of the tribe of Benja- 
min, 8 Jew dwelling in the city Susa, 
ἃ great man, serving in the king’s 
palace, saw a vision. Now he was of 
the captivity which Nabuchodonosor 
king of Babylon had carried captive 
from Jerusalem, with Jechonias the 
king of Judea. And this was his 
dream: Behold, voices and a noise, 
thunders and earthquake, tumult upon 
the earth. And, behold, two great 
serpents came forth, both ready for 
conflict, and there came from them a 
great voice, and by their voice every 
nation was prepared for battle, even to 
fight against the nation of the just. 
And, behold, a day of darkness and 
blackness, tnbulation and anguish, 
affliction and great tumult upon the 
earth. And all the nghteous nation 
was troubled, fearing their own afflic- 
tions; and they prepared to die, and 
cried to God: and from their cry there 
came as it were a great river from a 
little fountain, even much water. And 
light and the sun arose, and the lowly 
were exalted, and devoured the honour- 
‘able. And Mardochzus who had seen 
this vision and what God designed to 
tor, dess do, having ‘awoke, kept it 
prob.) arisen. in his heart, and desired by 
all means to interpret it, even till night. 
And Mardochzus rested quiet in the 
co with Gabatha and Tharrha the 


ing’s two chamberlains, eunuchs who 
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guarded the palace. And he heard 
their reasonings and searched out their 
plans, and learnt that they were pre- 
paring to lay hands on king Arta- 
xerxes: and he informed the king 
concerning them. And the king ex- 
amined the two chamberlains, and they 
confessed, and were *‘ex- +1it.ledeway, 
ecuted. And the king wrote *4*%!-!9- 
these things for a memorial; also Mar- 
dochzus wrote concerning these mat- 
ters. And the king commanded Mar- 
dochzus to attend in the palace, and 
gave him gifts for this service. And 
Aman the son of Amadathes the 
Bugean was honourable in the sight 
of the king, and he endeavoured to 
hurt Mardochzus and his people, be- 
cause of the two chamberlains of the 


king. 

And it came to pass after these 
*things in the days of Ar- Note.—Inthe 
taxerxes,—(this Artaxerxes copies of LEX. 
ruled over a hundred and ether begins 
twenty-seven provincesfrom Gr. words. 
India}? In those days, when king 
Artaxerxes was on the throne in the 
city of Susa, *in the third year of his 
reign, he made a feast to his friends, 
onl the other nations, and to the nobles 
of the Persians and Medes, and the 
chief of the satraps. ‘ And after 
this, after he had shown to them 
the wealth of his kingdom, and the 
abundant glory of his wealth during a 
hundred and eighty days, *when, 7 
say, the days of the marriage feast were 
completed, the king made a banquet 
to the nations who were present in the

city six days, in the court of the king’s 
house, ®which was adorned with hang- 
ings of fine linen and flax on cords 
οὗ fine linen and purple, fastened to 
olden and silver studs, on pillars of 
Pain marble and stone: there were 
golden and silver couches on a pave- 
ment of emerald stone, and of pearl, 
and of Parian stone, and ‘open-worked 
+ Lit. trans- coverings variously flower- 
Mee vaade of CC? Waving roses * worked 
theshelicalled round about. ‘Gold and 
swe or uve. silver cups, and a small cup 
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but also all the king’s rulers and 
princes: '’for he has told them the 
words of the queen, and how she * dis- 
obeyed the king.

according to the appointed law; but 
so the king would have it: and he 
charged the stewards to perform his 
will and that of the company. ° Also 
Astin the queen made a banquet for 
the women in the palace where king 
Artaxerxes dwelt. '°Now on the 
seventh day the king, being merry, 
told Aman, and Bazan, and Tharrha, 
and Barazi, and Zatholtha, and Aba- 
taza, and Tharaba, the seven chamber- 
lains, servants of king Artaxerxes, "to 
bring in the queen to him, to ‘enthrone 
+G@r.tomake her, and crown her with the 
her queen.  diadem, and to show her to 
the princes, and her beauty to the 
nations: for she was beautiful. '* But 
queen Astin hearkened not to him to 
come with the chamberlains: so the 
king was grieved and angered. And 
he said to his frends, Thus has Astin 
spoken: pronounce therefore upon this 
case law and judgment. ‘So Arkes- 
zeus, and Sarsathzeus, and Malisear, the 
princes of the Persians and Medes, who 
were near the king, who sat chief in 
rank by the king, drew near to him, 
5and reported to him according to the 
laws how it was proper to do to queen 
Astin, because dhe had not done the 
things commanded of the king by the 
chamberlaims. ὁ And Mucheus said 
to the king and to the princes, Queen 
Astin has not wronged the king only, 


give her royalty to 8 woman better 
than she. * And let the law of the 
king which he shall have made, * be 
widely proclarmed, in his {Te at 
εἰν μι: and so shall all wrong.

41 And the saying pleased the king and 
the princes; and the king did as Mu- 
cheus had said, 7and sent into all 
his kingdom through the [Gv;thetthere 
several provinces, accord- to them, &.

men might be feared in their own 
houses. 


2. And after this the king’s anger 
was pacified, and he no more men- 
tioned Astin, bearmg in mind what 
she had said, and how he had con- 
demned her. * Then the servants of 
the king said, Let there be sought for 
the king chaste and beautiful young 
virgins. *And let the king appoint 
local governors in all the provinces of 
his kingdom, and let them select fair 
and chaste young damsels and bring 
them to the city Susa, into the women’s 
apartment, and let them be consigned 
to the king’s chamberlain, the keeper 
of the women; and let ‘things for 
purification and other at- ταν. σμῆγμα 
tendance be given to them. * Weshball.

should have fulfilled twelve months; 
for so are the days of purification ful- 
filled, six months while they are anoint- 
ing themselves with oil of myrrh, and 
six months with spices and women’s 
ἐσγισμήγμασι. * purifications. 15 And then 
the damsel goes in to the king; and 
the officer to whomsoever he shall give 
the command, will bring her to come 
in with him from the women’s apart- 
ment to the king’s chambers. “She 
enters in the evening, and in the morn- 
ing she departs to the second women’s 
apartment, where Gai the king’s cham- 
berlain is keeper of the women: and 
she goes not in to the ace again, un- 
less she should be called by name.

CHAP. 111. v. 3. 


'S And when the time was fulfilled for 
Esther the daughter of Aminadab the 
brother of ochzus’ father to go in 
to the king, she neglected πο ἐπάν 
which the chamberlain, the women’s 
keeper, commanded; for Esther found 
grace in the mght of all that looked 
upon her. So Esther went in to 
Artaxerxes in the twelfth month, 
which is Adar, in the seventh year of 
his rei 7 And the king loved 
Esther, and she found favour beyond 
all the other virgins: and he put on 
her the ‘queen's crown. 10’. Women’s. 
δ And the ring made a banquet for all 
his friends and great men for seven 
days, and he highly celebrated the 
marriage of Esther; and he made a 
release to those who were under his 
dominion. 5 But Mardochzus served 
in the palace. %° Now Esther had not 
discovered her* kindred; for 1 Gr. country. 
so Mardocheus commanded her, to 
fear God, and perform his command- 
ments, as when she was with him: and 
Esther changed not her manner of life. 
"1 And two chamberlains of the king, 
the chiefs of the body- , were 
grieved, because Mardochzeus was pro- 
moted; and they sought to kill king 
Artaxerxes. ™And the matter was 
discovered to Mardochzus, and he 
made it known to Esther, and she 
declared to the king the matter of 
the conspiracy. * And the king ex- 
amined the two chamberlains, and 
hanged them: and the king gave orders 
to make a note for a memorial in the 
kings’ ‘ records of the good + Gr. ubrary. 
offices of Mardochzeus, as a com- 
mendation. 


3. And after this king Artaxerxes 
highly honoured Aman son of Ama- 
dathes, the Bugzan, and exalted him, 
and set his seat above all his friends. 
2 And all in the palace did him obei- 
sance, for so the king had given orders 
to do: but Madochais did not ‘do 
him obeisance. * And they in the 
king’s palace said to Mardochzeus, Mar-

dochzus, why dost thou transgress the 
commands of the king? ‘ Thus they 
spoke daily to him, but he hearkened 
not unto them; so they represented to 
Aman that Mardochzus resisted the 
commands of the king: and Mar- 
dochzus had shown to them that he 
wasaJdew. And when Aman under- 
stood that Mardochzeus did not obei- 
sance to him, he was greatly enraged, 
6 and took counsel to destroy utterly all 
the Jews who were under the 
Artaxerxes. ‘And he made a‘ decree 
ὁ Gr. vote by 18 the twelfth year of the 
ballot, er, de- 1 of Artaxerxes, and 
quent upon cast lots daily and monthly, 
a to slay in one day the race 
of Mardochzus: and the lot fell on the 
fourteenth day of the:month which is 
Adar. ®And he spoke to king Arta- 
xerxes, saymg, ‘There is a nation scat- 
te.ed among the nations in all thy 
kingdom, and their laws differ from 
those of all the other nations; and they 
disobey the laws of the king; and it 1s 
not expedient for the king to let them 
alone. ‘°Ifit seem good to the king, 
let him make a decree to destroy them: 
and I will remit into the king’s trea- 
iry ten thousand talents of silver. 
And the king took off his ring, and 
gave it into the hands of Aman, to 
seal the decrees against the Jews. ''And 
the king said to Aman, Keep the silver, 
and treat the nation as thou wilt. 123 So 
the king’s recorders were called in the 
first month, on the thirteenth day, and 
they wrote as Aman commanded to the 
captains and governors in every pro- 
vince, from India even to Ethiopia, to 
a hundred and twenty-seven provinces; 
and to the rulers of the nations accord- 
ing to their several languages, in the 
name of king Artaxerxes. 13 And the 
message was sent by posts throughout 
the langdom of Artaxerxes, to destroy 
utterly the race of the Jews on the first 
‘day of the twelfth month, which is 
ἐγοῖς τπεὶ Adar, and to pas their 
etsnotin Heb. goods. ‘| And the follow- 
ing is the copy of ithe letter ; The

Εν king Artaxerxes writes thus to 
e rulers and inferior governors of a 
hundred and twenty-seven provinces, 
from India even to Ethiopia, who hold 
authority under him. Ruler over many 
nations, and having obtained dominion 
over the whole world, I was minded, 
(not elated by the confidence of power, 
but ever conducting myself with great 
moderation and with gentleness,) to 
make the lives of my subjects continu- 
desirmg both to maintain 
the kingdom quiet and orderly to its 
utmost limits, and to restore the peace | 
But when I had 

inquired of my counsellors how this 
should be brought to pass, Aman, who 
excels in soundness of judgment among 
us, and has been manifestly well in- 
clined without wavering and with un- 
shaken fidelity, and has obtained the 
second post in the kingdom, informed 
us that a certain ill-di people is 
mixed up with all the tribes throughout 
the world, opposed in their laws to 
every other nation, and continually 
neglecting the commands of the kings, 
so that the united government blame- 
lessly administered Ey us is not quietly 
established. Having then conceived 
that this nation alone of all others is 
continually set in opposition to every 
man, introducing as a change a foreign 
code of laws, and injuriously plottmg 
to accomplish the worst of evils against 
our interests, and against the happy 
establishment of the monarchy; we 
have accordingly appointed those who 
are signified to you im the letters 
written by Aman, who is set over the 
public affiairs and is our second go- 
vernor, to destroy them all utterly with 
their wives and children by the swords 
of the enemies, without pitying or 
sparing any, on the fourteenth day of 
the twelfth month Adar, of the present 
year; that the Les aforetime, and 
now ill-disposed to us having been 
violently consigned to death in one 
day, may hereafter secure to us conti- 
nually 8 well constituted and quiet

state of affairs. | 
the letters were published in every pro- 
vince; and an order was given to all 
the nations to be ready against that 
day. 'And the business was hastened 
and that at Susa: and the king and 
Aman began to drink; but the city

4. But Mardocheus having per- 
ceived what was done, rent his gar- 
ments, and put on sackcloth, and 
sprinkled dust upon himself; and hav- 
ing rushed forth through the open 
street of the city, he cried with a loud 
voice, A nation that has done no wrong 
is going to be destroyed. *And he 
came to the king’s gate, and stood; for 
it was not la for him to enter into 
the palace, wearing sackcloth and ashes. 
8 And in every province where the 
letters were published, there was cry- 
ing and lamentation and great mourn- 
ing on the part of the Jews: they 
spread for themselves sackcloth and 
ashes.

3 And the king said, What wilt thou, 
Esther? and what 18 thy request? ask 
even to the half of my kingdom, and it 
shall be thine. ‘4 And Esther said, To- 
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day is my great day: if then it seem 
good to the king, let both him and 
Aman come to the feast which I will 
Tid eal thisday. ° And the king said, 
asten Aman hither, that we may 
perform the word of Esther. So they 
both come to the feast of which Esther 
had spoken. ° And at the banquet the 
king said to Esther, What is thy re- 
quest, queen Esther? speak, and thou 
shalt have all that thou requirest. 
“And she said, My request and my 
tition are: °if I have found favour 
in the sight of the king, let the king 
and Aman come again to-morrow to 
the feast which I shall prepare for 
them, and to-morrow I will do the 
same. °*So Aman went out from the 
king very glad and merry: but when 
Aman saw Mardochzxus the Jew in 
the court, he was greatly enraged. 
And having gone into his own house, 
he called his friends, and his wife Zo- 
sara. '! And he showed them his 
wealth, and the glory with which the 
king had invested him, and how he 
had caused him to take precedence 
and bear chief rule in the kingdom. 
And Aman said, The queen has 
called no one to the feast with the 
king but me, and I am invited to- 
morrow. ὁ But these things please me 
not, while I see Mardochzus the Jew 
in the court. And Zosara his wife 
and his friends said to him, Let there 
be a ‘gallows made for thee + Gr. a tree 
of fifty cubits, and in the ™* 
morning do thou speak to the king, 
and let Mardochzus be hanged on the 
gallows: but do thou go in to the feast 
with the king, and be merry.

him mount him on the horse, and pro-

pees of the city, saying, Thus 
shall it be done to every man aa τηα the 
king honours. ' Then the king said 
to Aman, Thou hast well said: so do 
to Mardochzus the Jew, who waits in 
the palace, and let not a word of what 
thou hast spoken be neglected. 1} So 
Aman took the robe and the horse, 
and arrayed. Mardochzus, and mounted 
him on the horse, and went through 
the street of the city, and proclaimed, 
saying, Thus shall it be to every man 
whom the king wishes to honour. 
'? And Mardochxus returned to the 

lace: but Aman went home mourn- 
ing, and having his head covered. 
'8 And Aman related the events 
that had befallen him to Zosara his 
wife, and to fis friends: and his

And she answered and said, ie 
I have found favour in the sight of the 
king, let my life be granted to my 
petition, and my people to my request. 

For both I and my people are sold for 
destruction, and pillage, and slavery;

And when Aman heard 
it he changed countenance. * And 
Bugathan, one of the chamberlains, 
at to the king, Behold, Aman has 
also prepared a gallows for Mardo- 
cheus, ho spoke concerning the king, 
and a gallows of fifty cubits high has 
been set up in the premises of Aman.

the king’s wrath was appeased. 


8. And in that day king Artaxerxes 
gave to Esther all that belonged to

ΠΈΘΌΞΕ, Mardocheeus was called by 
the king; for Esther had shown that 
he was related to her. ?And the king 
took the ring which he had taken 
away from Aman, and gave it to Mar- 
dochzus: and Esther appointed Mar- 
dochzeus over all that had been Aman’s. 
3 And she spoke yet again to the king, 
and fell at his feet, and besought him 
to do away the mischief of Aman, and 
all that he had done against the Jews. 
4 Then the king stretched out to Esther 
the golden sceptre: and Esther arose 
to stand near the king. °And Esther 
said, If it seem good to thee, and I 
have found favour ἐπ thy sight, let an 
order be sent that the letters sent by 
Aman may be reversed, that were 
written for the destruction of the Jews, 
who are in thy kingdom. ® For how 
shall I be able to look upon the afflic- 
tion of my people, and how shall I be 
able to survive the destruction of my 
t@r. country. *kindred? ’ And the kin 
said to Esther, If I have given gad 
freely granted thee all that was Aman’s, 
and hanged him on a gallows, because 
he laid his hands upon the Jews, what 
dost thou yet further seek? 5 Write 
ye also in my name, as it seems good 
to you, and seal ἐξ with my rng: 
for whatever orders are written at 
the command of the king, and sealed 
with my ring, it is not ‘lawful to 
+ Or, possible. painsay them. ° So the 
scribes were called in the first month, 
which is Nisan, on the three and 
twentieth day of the same year; and 
orders were written to the Jews, what- 
ever the king had commanded to the 
t@r. stewards. ' local governors and chiefs 
of the satraps, from India even to Ethi- 
opia, a hundred and twenty-seven sa- 
traps, according tothe several provinces, 
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according to their dialects. '° And they 
were written by order of the king, 
and sealed with his ring, and they sent 
the letters by the posts: '! wherein he 
charged them to use their own laws in 
every city, and to help each other, and 
to treat their adversaries, and those 
who attacked them, as they pleased, 
13 ἢ one day in all the kingdom of 
Artaxerxes, on the thirteenth day of 
the twelfth month, which is Adar. 
'3 And the following is the copy of the 
letter of the orders. 
The great ae Artaxerxes sends 

ere to the rulers of provinces in a 

undred and twenty-seven satrapies, 
from India to Ethiopia, even to those 
who are faithful to our interests. 
Many who have been frequently ho- 
noured by the most abundant kindness 
of their * benefactors have + Perhaps 
conceived ambitious de- T7em™,2*. 
signs, and not only endeavour to hurt 
our subjects, but moreover, not being 
able to bear prosperity, they also en- 
deavour to plot t their own 
benefactors. And they not only would 
utterly abolish gratitude from among 
men, Sut also, outed by the boasti 
of men who are strangers to all that 1s 
good, they suppose that they shall 
escape the sin-hating vengeance of the 
ever-seeing God. And oftentimes evil 
exhortation has made partakers of the 
eu of shedding innocent blood, and 

as involved in irremediable calamities, 
many of those who were appointed to 
offices of authority, who had been 
entrusted with the management of 
their friends’ affairs, while men, by the 
false sophistry of an evil disposition, 
have deceived the simple candour 
of the ruling powers. And it is 
possible to see this, not so much from 
more ancient traditionary accounts, 
as it 1s immediately in your power 
to see it by examining what things 
have been wickedly ‘per- 1 or, con- 
petrated by the baseness “ve 
of men unworthily holding power. 
And it is right to take heed with

regard to the future, that we may 


maintain the government in undis- 
turbed peace for all men, adopting 
needful changes, and ever ee fe 
those cases which come under our 
notice, with truly equitable decision. 
For whereas Aman, a Macedonian, 
the son of Amadathes, in reality an 
alien from the blood of the Persians, 
and differing widely from our mild 
course of government, having been 
hospitably entertained by us, obtained 
so large a share of our universal kind- 
ness, as to be called our father, and to 
continue the person next to the royal 
throne, reverenced of all; he, however,

ing borne. ἧςς station, endeavoured to 


deprive us of our dominion, and our 
+Gr.spirit. ‘life; having by various 
and subtle artifices demanded for de- 
struction both Mardochzeus our de- 
liverer and perpetual benefactor, and 
Esther the Wancles consort of our 
kingdom, with their whole nation. 
For by these methods he thought, 
having surprised us in a ἀνα δὲ 
state, to transfer the dominion of the 
Persians to the Macedonians. But we 
find that the Jews, who have been 
consigned to destruction by the * most 
+ Gr. thrice abominable of men, are not 
nate malefactors, but living ac- 
cording to the justest laws, and being 
the sons of the living God, the most 
+ Gr.greatest. high and * mighty, who 
maintains the kingdom, to us as well 
as to our forefathers, in the most ex- 
cellent order. Ye will therefore do 
well in refusing to obey the letters 
sent by Aman the son οἱ Amadathes, 
because he that has done these things, 
t Gr. or, im.

poled, same his whole family at the 
subsequently met of Susa, Almighty 
for crucified. . 


χοᾶ having swiftly returned 
to him a worthy recompense. We 
enjoin you then, having openly pub- 
lished a copy of this letter in every 
place, to give the Jews permission to 


use their own lawful customs, and to 
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strengthen them, that on the thirteenth 
of the twelfth month Adar, on the self- 
same day, they may defend themselves 
against those who attacked them in a 
time of affliction. For in the place of 
the destruction of the chosen race, 
Almighty God has granted them this 
time of gladness. Do ye therefore 
also, among your notable feasts, keep a 
distinct day with all festivity, that 
both now and hereafter it may be a day 
of deliverance to us and those who are 
well disposed towards the Persians, but 
to those that plotted against us a me- 
morial of destruction. And every cit 
and province collectively, which shall 
be consumed 
with vengeance by spear and fire: it 
shall be made not only inaccessible to 
men, but also most hateful to wild 
beasts and birds forever. And let the 
copies be posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the kingdom, and let all 
the Jews be ready against this day, to 
fight against their enemies. 


9. “So the horsemen went forth 
with haste to perform the king’s com- 
mands; and the ordinance was also 
published in Susa. ‘And Mardo- 
cheus went forth robed in the royal 
oer and wearing a golden crown, 
and a diadem of fine purple linen: and 
the people in Susa saw ἐξ and rejoiced. 
16 And the Jews had light and glad- 
ness, '7in every city and province 
wherever the ordinance was published : 
wherever the proclamation took place, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, feast- 
ing and mirth: and many of the Gen- 
tiles were circumcised, and became 
Jews, for fear of the Jews. |For in 
the twelfth month, on the thirteenth 
day of the month which is Adar, the 
letters written by the king arrived. 
2In that day the adversaries of the 
Jews perished: for no one resisted, 
through fear of them. 4 For the chiefs 
of the satraps, and the princes, and the 
royal scribes honoured the Jews; for 


the fear of Mardochzeus lay upon them.

‘For the order of the king was in 
force, that he should be celebrated in 
all the kingdom. And im the city 
Susa the Jews slew five hundred men: 
7both Pharsannes, and Delphon and 
Phasga, °and Pharadatha, and Barea, 
and Sarbaca, °and Marmasima, and 
Ruphzus, and Arseus, and Zabuthzus, 
the ten sons of Aman the son of 
Amadathes the Bugean, the enemy of 
the Jews, and they plundered their 
property on the same day: '' and the 
number of them that penshed in Susa 
was rendered to the king. |?

13 And Esther said to the king, Let it 
be granted to the Jews so to treat them 
to-morrow as to hang the ten sons of 
Aman. And he permitted it to be 
so done; and he gave up}to the Jews 
of the city the bodies of the sons of 
Aman to hang. © And the Jews 
assembled in Susa on the fourteenth 
day of Adar, and slew three hundred 
men, but plundered no property. '©And 
the rest of the Jews who were in the 
kingdom assembled, and ‘helped one 
+ @r.tit.them- another, and obtained rest 
selves, ἐ. 6. te from theirencmies: for they 
reel or, cestroyed fifteen thousand 
reftection uct of of them on the thirteenth 
Ὁ; day of Adar, but took no 
spoil. ' And they rested 
on the fourteenth of the same month, 
and kept it as a day of rest with joy 
and gladness. ᾿δ And the Jews in the 
city Susa assembled also on the four- 
teenth day, and rested; and they kept 
also the fifteenth with joy and sia: 
ness. [305 this account then ἐξ zs 
that the Jews dispersed in every foreign 
land keep the fourteenth of Adar as a 
t@r.goodday. *holy day with joy, sending 
ae to one another. 7° And Mar- 
ochzeus wrote these things in a book, 
and sent them to the Jews, as many 
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as were in the kingdom of Artaxerxes, 
both them that were near and them 
that were afar off, ?! to establish these 
as joyful days, and to keep the four- 
teenth and fifteenth of Adar; 7? for on 
these days the Jews obtained rest from 
their enemies: and as tv the month, 
which was Adar, in which a change 
was made for them, from mourning to 
joy, and from sorrow to a good day, 
to spend the whole of it in good days 
of ‘feasting and gladness, 1 Gr. wed- 
sending portions to their “"é* 
friends, and to the poor. *™And the 
Jews consented fo this accordingly as 
Mardochzus wrote to them, ™ showing 
how Aman the son of Amadathes the 
Macedonian fought against them, how 
he made a decree and cast *lots 1 @r. lot. 
to destroy them utterly; * also how 
he went into the king, telling hzm to 
hang Mardocheus: but all the calami- 
eahe tried to bring upon the Jews 
came upon himself, and he was hanged, 
and his children. * Therefore these 
days were called Phrure, because of 
the lots; (for in their language they 
are called Phrure;) because of the 
words of this letter, and because of all 
they suffered on this account, and all 
that happened to them. 7 And Mar- 
docheus made it a settled thing, and 
the Jews took upon themselves, and 
upon their seed, and upon those that 
were joined to them ¢o observe it, neither 
would they on any account behave 
differently: but these days were to be 
a memorial kept in every generation, 
and city, and family, and province. 
38 And these days of the Phrurex, sad 
they, shall be kept for ever, and their 
memorial shall not fail in any genera- 
tion. * And queen Esther, the daugh- 
ter of Aminadab, and Mardochzus the 
Jew, wrote all that they had done, 
and the confirmation of the letter of 
Phrure. *! And Mardocheus and 
Esther the queen appointed a fast for 
themselves privately, even at that time 
also having formed their plan against 


their own health. 3? And Esther estab-

lished it by a command for ever, and 
it was written for a memorial. 


10. And the king levied a ¢azx upon 
his kingdom both by land and sea. 
? And as for his strength and valour, 
and the wealth and glory of his king- 
dom, behold, they are written in the 
book of the Persians and Medes, for a 
memorial. *And Mardochzus * was 
torr ncceeted viceroy to king Artaxerxes, 
totheplace of. and was a great man in the 
kingdom, and honoured by the Jews, 
and passed his life beloved of all his 
nation. And Mardochezus said, These 
things have been done of God. For I 
remember the dream which 1 had con- 
cerning these matters: for not one par- 
ticular of them has failed. There was 
the little fountain, which became a 
river, and there was light, and the 
sun, and much water. The river is 
Esther, whom the king married, and 

e queen. And the two serpents 
are 1 and Aman. And the nations 
are those nations that combined to de- 
stroy the name of the Jews. But as 
for my nation, this is Israel, even they 
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that cried to God, and were delivered : 
for the Lord delivered his people, and 
the Lord rescued us out of all these 
calamities; and God ude oe such 
signs and great wonders as have not 
been done ‘among the na- tie. onthe 
tions. Therefore did he “*% 
ordain two lots, one for the people of 
God, and one for all the other nations. 
And these two lots came for an ap- 
pointed season, and for a day of judg- 
ment, before God, and for all the 
nations. And God remembered his 
people, and vindicated his inheritance. 
And they shall observe these days, in 
the month Adar, on the fourteenth 
and on the fifteenth day of the month, 
with an assembly, and joy and glad- 
ness before God, throughout the gene- 
rations for ever among his people 
Israel. In the fourth year of the rejgn 
of Ptolemy and Cleopatra, Dositheus, 
who said that he was a priest and 
a Levite, and Ptolemy his son, brought 
in the published letter of Phrure, 
which they said existed, and which 
Lysimachus the son of Ptolemy, who 
was in Jerusalem, had interpreted.

said to him, Hast thou diligently con- 
sidered my servant Job, that there is 


none like him on the earth, a man

39 So Job arose, and rent 
his garments, and shaved the hair of 
his head, and fell on the earth, and 
worshipped, 31 and said, I myself came 
forth naked from my mother’s womb, 
and naked shall I return thither: the 
Lord gave, the Lord has taken away: 
as it seemed good to the Lord, so has 
it come to pass; blessed be the name 
of the Lord. ™ In all these events 
that befell him Job sinned not at all 
before the Lord, and did not impute 
folly to God.

+Gr. plural. and his ‘flesh: verily he will 
bless thee to thy face. ®And the Lord 
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said to the devil, Behold, I deliver 
him up to thee; only save his life. 
7 So the devil went out from the Lord, 
and smote Job with sore boils from his 
feet to his head. *®And he took a 
potsherd to scrape away the discharge, 
and sat upon a dangles outside the 
city. ®And when much time had 
passed, his wife said to him, How lon 
wilt thou hold out, saying, Behold, 
wait yet a little while, expecting the 
hope of my deliverance? for, behold, 
thy memorial is abolished from the

Jn all these things that hap- 
pened to him Job sinned not at ail 
with his lips before God. | Now his 


three friends having heard of all the 
evil that was come upon him, came to 
him each from his own country: Eli- 
phaz the oe of the Themans, Baldad, 
sovereign of the Saucheans, Sophar 
king of the Minzans: and they came 
to him with one accord, to comin and 
to visit him. 'And when they saw 
him from a distance they did not know 
him; and vai cned with a loud voice, 
and wept, and rent every one his gar- 
ment, and sprinkled dust upon their 
heads, 15 and they sat down beside him 
seven days and seven nights, and no 
one of them spoke; for they saw that 
his affliction was dreadful and very

CHAPTER I—II. VEerRsE 6. 


1. THE words of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king of Israel in Jeru- 
salem. ? Vanity of vanities, said the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 
vanity. * What advantage is there to 
a man in all his labour that he takes 
under the sun? ‘* One generation goes, 
and another generation comes: but 
the earth stands for ever. ° And the 
sun arises, and the sun goes down 
and draws towards its place; arising 
there it proceeds southward, and goes 
round about towards the north. The 
wind goes round and round, and the 
wind returns to its circuits. 7’ All the 
*Gr.torrents. ‘rivers run into the sea; 
and yet the sea is not filled: to the 
place whence the rivers come, thither 
they return again. ° All things are 
full of labour; a man will not be able 
to speak of them: neither shall the eye 
be satisfied with seeing, neither shall 
the ear be filled with hearing. ὃ What 
is that which has been? the very ae 
which shall be: and what is that whic 
has been done? the very thing which 
shall be done: and there is no new 
thing under the sun. 1° Who is he 
that shall speak and say, Behold, this 
1s new? it has already been in the ages 
!! There 
is no memorial to the first things; 
neither to the things that have been 
last shall their memorial be with them 
that shall be at the last time. 

13} the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. ' And I applied 
my heart to seek out and examine by 
wisdom concerning all things that are 
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done under heaven, for God has given 
to the sons of men an evil trouble to 
be troubled therewith. ™ I beheld all 
the works that were wrought under 
the sun; and, behold, all were vanity 
and wilful choice of spirit. 15 That 
which is crooked cannot be made 
straight: and deficiency cannot be 
numbered. 161 spoke in my heart, 
saying, Behold, I am increased, -and 
have acquired wisdom beyond all who 
were before me in Jerusalem: also I 
applied my heart to know wisdom and 
knowledge. '? And my heart knew 
much—wisdom, and knowledge, pa- 
rables and understanding: I perceived 
that this also is ‘wayward- + rit. detite- 
ness of spirit. 18 For in the "choice. 
abundance of wisdom is abundance of 
knowledge; and he that increases know- 
ledge will increase sorrow. 


2. I said in my heart, Come now, I 
will prove thee with mirth, and behold 
thou good: and, behold, this is also 
vanity.  Isaid to laughter, Madness: 
and to mirth, What doest thou! 2And 
I examined whether my heart would 
excite my flesh as with wine, (though 
my heart guided me in wisdom,) and 
I desired to lay hold of mirth, until I 
should see of what kind is the good to 
the sons of men, which they should do 
under the sun all the days of their 
life. 41 enlarged my work; I built 
me houses; I planted me vineyards. 
5] made me gardens and orchards, 
and planted in them every + Lit. baths.

ber-bearing wood. ΤΙ got servants 
and maidens, and servants were born 
to me in the house; also I had abund- 
ant possession of flocks and herds, 
beyond all who were before me in 
Jerusalem. *® Moreover I collected for 
myself both silver and gold also, and 
the peculiar treasures of kings and 
provinces: I procured me singing men 
and singing women, and τεῦ ts of 
the sons of men, a butler and female 
cupbearers. 3. So I became great, and 
advanced beyond all that were before 
me in Jerusalem: also my wisdom was 
established to me. 1° And whatever 
mine eyes desired, I withheld not from 
them, 1 withheld not my heart from 
all my mirth; for my heart rejoiced 
mn all my labour: and this was my 
pee of all my labour. ‘And I 
ooked on all my works which my 
hands had wrought, and on my labour 
which I laboured to perform: and, 
behold, all was vanity and wayward- 
ness of spirit, and there is no advantage 
under the sun.

sun; because I must leave it to the 
man who should come after me. "And 
who knows if he will be a wise man or 
a fool? and if he will have power over 
all my labour with which I laboured, 
and wherein I grew wise under the 
sun? thisisalso vanity. 7° So I went 
about to dismiss from my heart all my 
labour wherein I had laboured under 
the sun. 7! For there is such a man 
that his labour is in wisdom, and in 
knowledge, and in fortitude; yet this 
man shall give his portion to one who 
has not laboured therein. This is also 
vanity and great ‘evul.”*For + Gr. wicked- 
it happens to a man in all "* 
his Ῥω and in the purpose of his 
heart wherein he labours under the 
sun. *™ For all his days are days of 
sorrows, and ‘vexation of + or, distrac- 
irit is his; in the night “™ 
Dis his heart rests not. This is also 
vanity. ™A man has nothing really 
good *to eat, and todrink, +ér.whichhe 
and to show his soul as good Shc ke 
in his trouble. This also I saw, that 
it is from the hand of God. * For 
who shall eat, or who shall drink, with- 
out ‘him? For God has tie. God. 
given to the man who is good in his 
sight, wisdom, and knowledge, and 
joy: but he has given to the sinner 
trouble, to add and to heap up, that 
he may give to him that is good before 
God, Por this is also vanity and way- 
wardness of spirit.

out the work which God has wrought 
from the beginning even to the end. 
"I know that there 18 no good in 
them, except for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his life. 1% Also in the 
case of every man who shall eat and 
drink, and see good in all his labour, 
this is a gift of God. ‘I know that 
whatsoever things God has done, they 
shall be for ever: it 18 impossible to 
add to it, and it is impossible to take 
away from it: and God has done i 
that men may fear before him. ™ That 
which has been 18 now; and whatever 
things are appointed to be have already 
been; and God will seek out that 
which 1s past. '©And moreover I saw 
under the sun the place of judgment, 
there was the ungodly one; and the 
place of nghteousness, there was the 
godly one.

“And 
that wealth shall perish in an evil 
trouble: and the man begets a son, 
and there is nothing in his hand. 
' As he came forth naked from his

1. THE vision which Esaias the son 
of Amos saw, which he saw against 
Juda and against Jerusalem, in the 
racks of Ozias, and Joatham, and 
Achaz, and Ezekias, who reigned over 
Judea. ? Hear, O heaven, and hearken, 
O earth: for the Lord has spoken, 
saying, | have begotten and reared up 
+ or, ‘set me Children, but they have * re- 
et nought’ 6164. against me. ὃ. The 
ox knows his owner, and the ass his 
master’s crib: but Israel does not know 
me, and the people has not regarded 
me. ‘ Ah sinful nation, a people full 
of sins, an evil seed, lawless children: 
ye have forsaken the Lord, and pro- 
voked the Holy One of Israel. ὃ Why 
should ye be smitten any more, trans- 
pressing more and more? the whole 

ead is pained, and the whole heart 
sad. § ἣν rom the feet to the head, 
there 18 no soundness in them; neither 
wound, nor bruise, nor festering ulcer 
are healed: it is not possible to apply 
a plaister, nor oil, nor bandages. 7 Your 
land is desolate, your cities burned 
with fire: your land, strangers devour 
it in your presence, and it is made 
desolate, overthrown by strange na- 
tions. *® The daughter of Sion shall 
be deserted as a tent in a vineyard, 
and. asa storehouse of fruits in a garden 
of cucumbers, as a Temcued city.

31. Woe to them that go down to 
Eye for help, who trust in horses 
and chariots, for they are many; and 
in horses, which are a great multitude; 
and have not trusted in the Holy One 
of Israel, and have not sought the 
Lord. * Therefore he has wisely 
brought evils upon them, and his word 
shall not be frustrated; and he shall 
rise up aga the houses of wicked 
men, and against their vain hope, 
Seven an Egyptian, a man, and not 
God; the flesh of horses, and there is 
no help in them: but the Lord shall 
bring ‘is hand upon them, and the 
helpers shall fail, and all shall perish 
together. ‘ For thus said the Lord to 
me, As a hon would roar, or a lon’s 
whelp over prey which he has taken, 
and cry over it, until the mountains 
are filled with his voice, and the ani-

‘And now, Have we come up 
against this land to fight against it 
without the Lord? the Lord said to me, 
Go up against this land, and destroy it. 
1 Then Eliakim and Somnas and 
Joach said to him, Speak to thy ser- 
vants in the Synan tongue; for we 
understand ἐξ: and speak not to us in 
the Jewish tongue: and wherefore 
speakest thou in the ears of the men 
on the wall? '* And Rabsaces said to 
them, Has my lord sent me to your 
lord or to you, to speak these words? 
has he not sent me to the men that sit 
on the wall, that they may eat dung, 
and drink their water together ai 
you? And Rabsaces stood, and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jewish lan- 
guage, and said, Hear ye the words of 
the great king, the king of the Assy- 
rians: thus says the king, Let not 
Ezekias deceive you with words: he 
will not be able todeliver you. And 
let not Ezekias say to you, That God 
will deliver you, and this city will not 
at all be delivered into the hands of 
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the king of the Assyrians. '® Hearken 
not to Ezekias: thus says the king of 
the Assyrians, If ye wish to be blessed, 
come out to me: and ye shall eat every 
one of his vine and his fig-trees, and 
ye shall drink water out of your own 
cisterns; 17 until I come and take you 
to a land, like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, and bread and vine- 
yards. '* Let not Ezekias deceive you, 
saying, God will deliver you. ve 
the gods of the nations delivered each 
one hie own land out of the hand of 
the king of the Assyrians? ᾿3 Where 
is the god of Emath, and Arphath? 
and where is the god of Eppharuaim? 
have they been able to Ἔα Sama- 
ria out of my hand? ” Which is the 
od of all these nations, that has de- 
vered his land out of my hand, that 
God should deliver Jerusalem out of 
my hand? 7! And they were silent, 
and none answered him a word; be- 
cause the king had commanded that 
none should answer. 

22 And Heliakim the son of Chelcias, 
the steward, and Somnas the military 
scribe, and Joach the son of Asaph, 
the recorder, came in to Ezekias, hav- 
ing their garments rent, and they 
reported to him the words of Rabsaces. 


37. And it came to pass, when king 
Ezekias heard ἐξ, that he rent his 
clothes, and put on sackcloth, and 
went up to the house of the Lord. 
And he sent Heliakim the steward, 
and Somnas the scribe, and the elders 
of the priests clothed with sackcloth, 
to Esaias the son of Amos, the prophet.

‘Behold, I will send 
a blast upon him, and he shall hear a 
report, and return to his own country, 
and he shall fall by the sword in his 
own land. ὃ So Rabsaces returned, 
and found the king of the Assyrians 
besieging Lobna: for he had heard 
that fice departed from Lachis. 
9 And Tharaca king of the Ethiopians 
+ Gr. bestege. went forth to * attack him. 
And when he heard it, he turned 
aside, and sent messengers to Ezekias, 
saying, '° Thus shall ye say to Ezekias 
king of Judea, Let not thy God, in 
whom thou trustest, deceive thee, saying, 
Jerusalem shall not be delivered into 
the hand of the king of the Assyrians. 
'! Hast thou not heard what the kings 
of the Assyrians have done, how they 
have destroyed the whole earth? and 
shalt thou be delivered? 2 Have the 
ods of the nations which my fathers 
5 ae delivered them, both Gozan, 
and Charrhan, and Rapheth, which 
are in the land of Theemath? 13 Where 
are the kings of Emath? and where 
the hing of Arphath? and where is the 
king of Eppharuaim, and of Anagu- 
gana? '* And Ezekias received the 
letter from the messengers, and read 
it, and went up to the house of the 
Lord, and opened it before the Lord.

Jos 25. 1.—In the New Testament 
παροιμία is almost always translated pro- 
verb, but in John 10. 6, it is rendered 
parable, which seems to be the sense in- 
tended here. Probably προοίμιον is a 
mistake of the transcriber. 


208 39. 18.---τερπομένων. The LXX. 
seem to have caught at the meaning of 
12) yedilavet, from which comes the word 
here used 9°22) struthiones. veéAacoa— 
Hebrew “DY, part. niph. fem. of DbY 
letatus est. ἀσίδα DIDO, ciconia νεσσα 
ΠΥ penna, (gy. item struthiocamelus).

Psatm 41. (42) 4.—There are several 
difficulties connected with this passage. 
In the first place it seems evident that 
the LXX. read 793, and the English 
translators 753, or something similar. 
The Hebrew Text (to which no *P is 
appended) thus far favours the LXX.; 
who, however, appear to have read ΤΙΝ 
as a part of TIS, and made an adjective 
of it. Again, τόπῳ has nothing imme- 
diately answering it in the Hebrew, and 
may be accounted for on the principle so 
often referred to of double translation. 


Proverss 8. 5.—It is frequently the 
case in Proverbs that ἄκακος is used in a 
bad sense, and πανοῦργος in a good one. 
For ἄκακος see chap. 1. 4, 22; 8.5; 14.15; 
21.11. For πανοῦργος, 12.16; 18.1,16; 
14. 8, 15,18; 15.5; 21.11; 22.3; 27. 
12; 28.2. 


Isatan 2. 6.—Philigtines. The LXX. 

generally render Dnghe by Φυλιστιεὶμ or 

Φυλιστιεὶμ till about the middle of Judges, 
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after which the word almost always used 
is ἀλλόφυλοι. In this there was probably 
some accommodation of sound to sense. 


Isaran 21. 16.—Giants. Heb. O'XD 
For some interesting remarks on this 
word, see the conclusion of Govett's 
work on the book of the prophet Isaiah. 


JEZEKIEL 16. 44.—The most obvious 
meaning of παραβολὴ seems to be com- 
partson. The word is so translated, Mark 
4.80; in Heb. 9. 9. and 11. 19. it is 
rendered figure ; in Luke 4. 23. proverb, 
which is the word employed by the English 
translators in this passage of Ezekiel. 
In the other passages of the New Testa- 
ment, amounting to upwards of forty, it 
is uniformly rendered parable. See note 
on Job 25.1. at the top of the first page 
of the Appendex. For the more classical 
use of the word, see Aristotle’s Rhetoric, 
book 3.
